However, 
the greatest harm is not done by 
the professed anti-Christian 
journalist, but by the worldly- 
minded editor who, for the sake 
of greater gain, serves the kind 
pf daily literature diet, that will 
interest the greatest number of 
people. 

In the United States, for in- 
stance, the strictly anti-Chris- 
tian press is not prominent.: 
Even the anti-Catholic press 
might be passed over, though 
it reaches millions of non-Cath- 
olics, whom Catholic journalism 
does not reach. Less than 
10,000,000 among the 110,- 
000,000 ples of our land are 
reached by Catholic papers and 
periodicals, and this 10 per cent 
represents our own people. One 
non-Catholic layman reaches 
twice as many American people 
every day through his string of 
japers, as the whole Catholic 
Church reaches through her re- 
ligious papers once a week. Ful- 
Jy 100,000,000 never read a fav- 
orable word about the Catholic 
Church, unless it be an occagion- 
al comment on.some Catholic 
happening, or a brief report of a 
sermon or lecture delivered by a 
‘Catholic churchman. This occa- 
sional favorable notice is offset a 
hundred times by the unfair 
treatment, which the Church re- 
ceives in the news or editorial 
columns of our dailies, or in con- 
tributed articles; it is offset by 
the false philosophy, by the 
seeming sanction gf immoral 
practices, by rationalistic teach- 
ing, etc. The editors of thé se- 
cular journals are the servants 
of those who employ them, and 
‘when the owner has no special

make his paper pay, and does it 
by catering to the pagan appe- 
‘tites of the people. 

Editors take account of the 
fact that 60,000,000 people, who 
‘remain aloof from all churches, 
are not interested in religion, 
and therefore it is not served to 
them. Doctrinal religion or any- 
thing that would incite even con- 
troversial thoughts in the 24.,- 
000,000, who belong to 400 dif- 
ferent brands of Protestantism, 
must be kept under cover. Then 
because we live in an age when 
it is regarded as fashionable, as 
a mark of culture, to discredit 
what was believed in the mis-nam- 
ed “Dark Ages,” the editor to- 
day must defend all the unproved 
theories of higher criticism. 

Editors have learned from ex- 
perience that Catholics will en- 
dure much abuse; that feeble 
protests from an insignificant 
number of their readers are the 
only echoes heard after the pub- 
lication of some shameful slan- 
der, directed against the Church 
or some Catholic organization. 
They have learned on the other | 
‘hand that friendliness towards 
Rome or the giving to Rome her 
just due will never build up a 
huge circulation; and of course, 
advertising and profits depend 
on circulation.

FUNERAL OF THEREV. 

PATRICK J. CROSSON 
IS ATTENDED BY 
MANY PRIESTS. 


Venerable Priest of Fort 
Wayne Diocese Near 
Fiftieth Anniversary of 
His Ordination in Fort 
Wayne. 


The Rev. Patrick Joseph Crosson, 
75, rector emeritus of St. Vincent de 
Paul’s church, Logansport, and one of 
the most widely known priests of the 
diocese of Fort Wayne in which he 
labored nearly half a century,. passed 
to his reward Wednesday, January 18. 
His death occurred at St. Joseph's 
hospital, Logansport, where he had 
resided for several months following 
an extended period of ill health. It 
had necessitated his retirement from 
parochial duties nearly two years ago 
when he was succeeded at St. Vincent’s 
by the Rev. James H. Durham. Held 
in high regard, love and esteem by 
clergy and laity, his life marked by 
zealous, self-sacrificing labors in the 
vineyard of the Master, the venerable 
priest was nearing the fiftieth anni- 
versary of his ordination to the priest- 
hood, which took place in the Cathe- 
dral of the Immaculate Conception, 
Fort Wayne, April 25, 1878. The 
Sacrament of Holy Orders was con- 
ferred on the young Levite by the Rt. 
Rev. Joseph Dwenger, D. D., second 
Bishop of the Diocese of Fort Wayne. 

With nearly sixty diocesan priests 
in attendance and with hundreds of 
the laity assisting at the impressive 
services, the funeral of Father Cros- 
son was held last Monday morning 
from St. Vincent’s church, Logansport. 
His remains had rested there in state 
from Sunday afternoon and from that 
time until the hour of the funeral im- 
mense numbers had filed past the cas- 
ket paying their respects to the de- 
voted priest, 

Chanting of the Office of the Dead 
by the assembled clergy at 9:30 o’clock 
was followed by the Solemn Requiem 
High Mass celebrated by the Rev. 
Robert J. Pratt, pastor of St. Patrick’s 
church, Kokomo. The Rev. William D.

the Rev. Aloysius Copenolle, pastor St.

It administered the rebuke after 
Heflin, who has admitted under oath 
that he took money from Klansmen 
and Protestant ministers for attack- 
ing Catholics in speeches last summer, 
became so bold yesterday as to chal- 
lenge the leadership of the Senate 
chief of his party when that official, 


‘on the floor of the Senate, condemned 


Heflin’s continuing anti-Catholic 
speeches. The Alabaman had included 
in a 
wild onslaught, asserting that he could 


inot be nominated for President be-

The rebuke took the form of a vote 
of confidence in Senator Robinson, the 
Senate leader, follow-
